Treating seed grain with a fungi- | 
cide for the prevention of bunt and 
smut is a practice that is fast be- 
coming general, especially the 
advent of an organic mercury dust 
which, applied at the rate of only 
one-half ounce per bushel of 
wheat, oats or barley, 
100 per cent control of these abomin- 
able fungus diseases, Not only does 
the treatment get rid of smut, but 
germination is promoted and yields 
of grain are increased notably there- 
by. 

Where formaldehyde was formerly 
employed for the purpose the organic 
mercury dust is rapidly superseding 
it, The use of formaldehyde implies 
a wet treatment resulting in swo!len 
grain, diffeult to drill evenly, and

No New Taxes Have Been

Ottawa, March 2—Without increas- 
taxation in any form and with 
numerous downward revisions of the

tariff schedule, Hon, C. A, Dunning, 
Minister of Finance, last Thursday 
budgeted for an all-over deficit of 


$35,000,000 for the fiscal year 1987- 
This compares with a deficit of 
$87,395,000 estimated for the current 
fiscal year which ends next March 31. 

Mr, Dunning expressed the hope 
that next year he would be able to 
present a balanced budget. The anti- 
cipated deficit of the next fiscal year 
is the amount of the estimated cash 
deficit of the Canadian National Rail- 
ways. 

In a budget speech overshadowed 
by the important changes incidental 
to the Canada-United Kingdom trade 
agreement, the finance minister an- 
nounced that the five per cent salary 
now applied all 
salaries of $1200 or more 
would be restored as from April 1 

Estimates total expenditure for all 
purposes in the next fiseal year was 
placed at $520,000,000 and revenue 
from all sources at $485,000,000, 

Exports during the calendar year 
1986 included commercial gold 
amounted to $1,027,901,000, the high- 
est since 1929, while imports 
amounted to $635,190,844. This was 
an increase in exports over 1935 of 
$189,559,000, and of imports an in- 
crease of $84,876,000. Total trade 
showed an increase of $274,4385,000.

Hoping for the best but fearng the worst, these authorities who are 
prophesying another boom and issuing stern warnings of the ultimate con- 
Fequences should their fears be realized, are basing their conclusions on 
the fact that large sums of accumulated money are secking an outlet, that 
raw materials and finished products are required in enormous quantities to 
replace the ravages of decay and obsolescence of the depression era and 


the superabundant optimism and fortgetfulness of human nature which is 


so apt to make desire the parent of decision, to paraphrase a well known 
legend 

One of the authorities who tears the imminence of a period of over- 
expansion, followed by a depression so severe as perhaps “to shake civil- 
tvation” is Roger W. Babson, well-known business statistician in articles 
on the subject he points out that the business pendulum in the United 
State has swung back to normal and outlines steps which the government 
of that country has taken in the hope of stemming the possibility of 
fnother business cataclysm, but questions whether the brakes will hold in 
the event of a runaway 

Mr. Babson appropriately points out that legislative and regulatory 
safeguards are of doubtful value if they run counter to the mob spirit and 
is pinning his hope to a spiritual revival as 


a satety valve and effective 
preventive Undoubtedly he is right in his belief that such a revival would 
be far more effective than any man-made laws and control measures 

But no matter how neighbors across the line or residents of Eastern 
Canada might yield to the lures of an inflationary boom, no matter to what 
extent they may succumb to a temptation to “whoop it up’ again, it ap- 
pears incredible that citizens of Western Canada could so soon be induced 
to participate, let alone aid in promoting another speculative debauch, The

Population Has Been Increased By 
Adveat Of Foreigners 

The annual number of births in 
France reached its maximum toward 
the end of the Second Empire, when 
it was as high as 1,034,000 in 1868. 
In 1934 it had fallen to 677,000 and 
in If to about 650,000, of which 
nearly 50,000 were the children of 


foreigners. The birth rate has there- 
fore diminished by 384,000, or nearly 


a third, although the population has 
increased since 1868 by three million 
immigrants or naturalized persons 
which has resulted in increasing the 
population from 388 to 48 million in- 
habitants. During the period 1900- 


the birth rate has decreased by 
nearly 100,000, The number of birt! 


per marriage had decreased eve! 
more rapidly In 1800 the average 
number of births in France was 4.5 
per marriage, at the end of last cen- 
tury it was 3, today only 2.2, or a
